I was also interested in evaluating
economic conditions, the attitude of merchants and censumers,
and in making a general market survey.

The Telefunken peeple anticipate an increasing and large export
market. . The export market is essential to theilr operations since

the local demand is insufficient for the extent of theilr operatiens.
In the Telefunken radle transmitter plant equipment was being
prepared for the post office division ef the government which appears
to have control over police and army communications. The type of
equipment which I saw was walky-talky, upright transmitters, and
mobile units, I estimated the tranamitter power at 150 te 250 watts
in the larger equipment.

In regard to attitudes in Germany, I found that the Rhine valley
people held more animosity toward foreign countries than any ef the
other parts of Germany which I visited; France holds the Pirst
place in their animesity; the UK is next; with the least against the
US. In Berlin, I found wmeorale very poor, with little desire to
rebuild. The capital has moved west and there is little incentive
or means to increase West Berlin production. The Germans, with vhen
I talked, principally in the management group, gave the impression
that all the US aid which Western Europe is receiving does not
entail any sacrifice on the part of the Us. Their attitude was that
the aid was from surplus, un-needed funds.
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
